BY-LAWS which prohibit 
netting salmon and sea 
trout off the mouths of the 
rivers Coquet and Tyne 
have been approved by 
the Ministry of 
Agriculture, Fisheries 
and Food. 

Proposed by the Northum- 
brian Water Authority, the 
aim is to give falling salmon 
stocks a better chance of 
entering the two main 
breeding rivers. 

The Dye- laws, which are 
now in operation, have a new 
weekly close time in the 
northern area covering 
Northumberland, which 
starts at 6 pm on Friday and 
ends at Gam the following 
Monday. 

In the southern area, from 
Tyne to Tees, there is no 
change and the period 
remains 12 noon on Saturday 
until 6am on Monday. 

The two restricted areas 
are Tyne: No netting of any 
sort is allowed from approx 
one mile off-shore, between 
Cullercoats and Souter Point, 
except for one traditional 
berth behind South Shields 
Pier. 

Coquet: No drift netting 
CT' nets are exempt) can now 
be carried out in an area ap- 
prox one mile off-shore 
between Boulmer Stile Buoy 
off Seaton Point, and Bon- 
dicarr Buoy in the north of 
Druridge Bay. 

The smaller Coquet 
playground, in which no net- 
ting has been allowed for 
some time, remains in opera- 
tion. 

Further new legislation 
means that all salmon netting 
boats will now have to carry 
identification marks in both 
areas. 

It is hoped that the objec- 
tions can be overcome and the 
by-law brought into force 
during the present season. 


LAST STEAMER [Demand 

GOES OUT I 




LORD BEATTY, 
Grimsby's last 
operational steam 
trawler, was laid up at 
the Humber port last 
week. But the big 697- 
ton vessel went out in 
style with a massive 
Norway Coast trip of 
2,733 kits which grossed 
£46,282 on March 24. 

Skippered by David Scott 
it was her best-ever return in 
a fishing career spanning 
almost 20 years, but the deci- 
sion to lay her up wbb taken 
several weeks ago and there 
never was any hope of a 
reprieve. 

A spokesman for owners, 
BUT, told Fishing News: 
“We are all upset to see the 
last of the steamers gc 
because there was still plenty 
of life left in them. 

Fuel prices alone have kill- 
ed thorn off; nothing else. Al 
least we can take pride in 
having run them to tne bitter 
end.’* 

Lord Beatty is the last of 
six steamers built in the mid 
1950s by Rickmers Werft ol 
Bremerhaven, Germany, 
which BUT has been forced 
Lo withdraw at Grimsby this 
year. 

It is common knowledge 
Lite sisterships are far from 
worn-out, either mechanical- 
ly or structurally, and are 
more substantial than many 
more modern vessels. 

Their only failing was their 
high level of fuel consump- 
tion, for although heavy fuel 
oil is cheaper than diesel, 
each vessel used about nine 
tons per day against three to 
four by the motor trawlers. 

So, over a three-week 
trip, they ran up fuel costs of 
around £9,000 — almost dou- 
ble the same trip fuelled by 
diesel. 

This latest casualty 
reduces the BUT distant 
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Lard Beatty. Grimsby's last steamer, leaves the fish market for 
the last time.

Lord Beatty will also be 
remembered in Hull as the 
last steamer built new for the 
now defunct Lord Line Ltd.

Fisheries split the 20-strong 
fleet of Lord boats between 
Hull and Grimsby in 1963. 

The only survivors of those 
halcyon years are the motor 
trawlers Lord Nelson and 
Lord St. Vincent at Hull, and 
her sister Lord Jellicoe at 
Grimsby.

ed eye can still recognise 
them as "Irvin-built” oy a 
certain harmony of line pre- 
sent in all the vessels. 

Usually two boats have 
been .built each year since the 
lute 1900s, but tne completion 
of tlte 80 ft. seiner- trawler 
Radiant Way late in 
February now leaves the Ir- 
vin yard marking time. 

Along with other builders, 


the Irvin yard is experiencing 
a lack of orders. But, a 
spokesman for the yard told 
Fishing News that tne firm is 
not going to close, but will 
carry on in the meantime 
with repair work. 

Radiant Why, which is the 
10 1st boat built by Irvin since 
it set up in 1914, has been 
built to the order of Skipper 
William Stephen of 
Inverallochy, near Fraser- 
burgh. Designed by the 
builders, she is 79 ft. 6 in. 
long, with a beam of 22 ft. 8 
in. and is built oflarch plank- 
ing on an oak frame-work.
